Isf the springer U94, while Geiiei'al’Wuyne, 
ia command ^-iha North-Wpsteia Amei'i^ 
can Army, was occnpyiiig Foft Greonvillo, 
which he had constructed tho preceding 
winter, news was brought to him that u 
party of Pottawatomy Indians Imd sur- 
prised and destroyed tho block houso of a 
small sattleinant not far distant, and mas- 
sacred all the inmates except a young 
female, whom they had taken prisoner, ami 
whom they were then suppoaeii to be con- 
ducting to their village. This female, a 
Miss ligglestou, was the daughter of an 
oflBcer of some note. He was a friend of 
Wayne's, and the General determinedj if it 
was in his power, to save her. At that 
time he had some two or three heroic little 
bands of spies, or scouts, attaclied to his 
division ; and he knew that if a rescue 
could be effected at all, tire men to entrust

our heroes had done their work upon two 
more of tiiem, tho sixtli ono onlv makiu" 
hia escape, with a yell of terror. The skii° 



mish, from fii-st to last, scarcely axceoded 
a minute j and probably no regular battle 
in the world ever showed such a propor- 
tion of the killed, to the number engaged, 
in so short a time. V

Drawing the poor girl apart from the 
bloody scene, and assuring her that they 
were as ready to yield their lives in her de- 
fence as the one who hud so fallen, they 
gave her a blanket, and persuaded her. to 
Ho down and get wliat rest slie could, that 
she might be prepared for the long journey 
homeward, whioh would commence on the 
morrow. Then scalping their slain, and 
making prize of whatever they considered 
of any value, they sat down by their com- 
rade, and passed the night beside him, re- 
hearsing tales and adventures in which lie 
had taken n part, and renewing their oaths 
of eternal vengeance against the whole In- 
dian race. 

By daylight the following morning they 
dug n rude grave with their hatchets and 
knives, and having shown their final respect 
to their late companion, by interring his 
remains as well as their circumstances would 
permit, tliey set out on their return to the 
foi-t, which they eventually reached in 
safety, and where they delivered tlieir res- 
cued captive into the hands of General 
Wayne, who not only kindly thanked, but 
liberally rewarded them, and expressed a 
soldier's regret for the loss of their brave

Tran ^alUeici a'nitivo of Poland, and

Despite tho qiany Improvements | which 
have been mode in the machinery (n Use 
on the Thames for soparatiug gold from 
quartz, tliere are still constant com|>laints 
from ta certain class of people that more 
gold is lost in tho process than is kaved. 
W e need scarcely say that comphulrts of 
this nature emanate chiefly from share- 
holders in non-paying claims who: have 
had their expectations raised to the Itigheat 
pitch by a favorable trial crushing, anti who 
have been miserably disappointed when they 
came to put through a quantity of stone 
whicli might be considered a fair trial of a 
reef. These complaints against the mu- 
chinery employed we con'sider allogether 
unfair — not that we are prepared to' say 
our crushing plants and appliances for 
gold-saving are all of the best description ; 
but when a parcel of quartz ia crushed at 
a battery which lias given satisfaction to 
liundreds of claims before, and produces 
little or DO good gold, it ia but reasonable 
to suppose the fault lies in the reef from 
which tlie parcel was taken rather than in 
tlie gold-saving power of the machinery. 
Again, many persons have been subjected 
to severe disappiontincnt tbrough the fall- 
ing-off in the yield of gold from reefs 
which have for months produced dividend- 
paying returns, when a little experience 
ought to hove jiropared them for such a 
result. Crude and ill-digested as the theory 
of quartz gold-mining is yet, the -Working 
of the largest and oldest reefing districts 
in the world has proved that the reefs get 
poorer as they descend — that is, down to a 
certain depth. ■ It is not auppo.sed that a 
reef will become more bairen if fallowed 
to an unlimited depth ; indeed, the oppo- 
site is the case, as in Sandhurst recently 
reefs which yielded seven ounces from 
what may be termed surface workings, and 
then decreased until they gave scarcely as 
many pennyweights, have again, at a depth 
of 500ft, proved themselves as rich as they 
were on the surface. This should eneou- 
lage those who possess miiieo in New Zea- 
land to try the reefs at a good depth. In 
many of our claims a depth has been 
reached at which a diminution in the yield 
of gold might be expected, and instead of 
a stoppage of the works — a course soma- 
times followed— the shareholders should go 
in for deep-sinking, and we have no doubt 
the result would bo satisfactory. We are 
aiVare that several of our principal mines 
are' being subjected to thia test, and their 
discoveries are being looked forward to with 
j ;»re»fc interest. Sliould they be favorable, 
a new era will be inaugurated on tho 
TSfsinie.a, and the prospects of mining gene- 
rullv will bo immensely improved, 

Ml connection with gold-saving, there is 
one' point to which we would direct the 
atti at tion of machine-owners and managers 
— tl '.t t is, whether some modification of the 
appl ii noes for gold-saving is not rendered 
necetairy by tha inoi'easing depth from 
whiclr.'-quartz is taken,' Can the machinery 
which is considered efficient in crushing 
surface* stone, be the best adapted for ex- 
tractin I gold from a great depth I From 
the fol, lowing extract we would suppose 
such n ot to be the case. The extract is 
quoted, in a paper read by W. Wells, Eiq., 
to the Nelson Association for the promo- 
tion of ' ffcience and industry : — “ With the 
increasi ng depth of the mines the quantity 
of free , gold diminishes, and that of the 
pyritous gold augments ; so that greater 
attention must be directed to tbia branch 
of metalliiTgqrflf gold, or many of our good 
mines will Ikve to be abandoned in conse- 
quence In. 'Vkifcorin, this subject has been 
under the seriofs consideration of the 
owners and managers of most of thecrusli- 
ing machines, and general success seems 
to liave been achieve 1 both in the saving 
and extraction of goW from the pyrites.”

Lord Rosso has been , abl© to fottu an 
estimato uf the relative amount of heat ww 
receive frotit (he moon and fibm the ne(.y 
He states, as the results of bis obaervalioniv 
that the radiation from the moon in about 
the ,90U,00Utb part uf that from tlw sun. 
But.iiorhapti the most interesting roauH ef 
the' enquiry is <liei dotenuiuatioiv of tho 
actual Iwit qf tho moon'e aurfaco at tits 
time of full moon, or rather at lunar mid- 
day, By cemparing the heat received from 
the moon with tliat derived from eertaia 
terrestrial soui-cea of heat, L<^ Roeee find© 
that the moon's surface must bo heated to 
a temperature of 500 degrees' Fahrenheit, 
or nearly 500 degrees above boiling point I 
Nor is this result, startling as it may ecein 
at first sight, greatly to bo wondered at, 
when we remember the cirGumstancee un- 
der which the moon’s surface is exposed to 
the solar raya Fancy a day a foitnighb 
long, not, as in our polar regions, with a 
sun only a few degrees above the horizoa 
even at nrid-day, but with an almost ver- 
tical sun for several! days in succession. 
Wo know the intensity of the heat Which 
prevails at noon in tropical countries, hut 
that heat is a mere nothing compared with 
that which must prevail when, instead <ff u 
few hours, the suu hangs for five or six 
days close to the zcnitli, and pours down 
his rays on a climate unshielded by 
any atmosphere. It is well-known that tba 
intense heat of tlie tropical climate is not 
tempered, but increased, by tho density of 
the atmosphere. On the Himalayan slopes, 
several thousand feet above the level of 
the sea, an endurable if not a pleasatJt cli- 
mate can bo found, because of the rarity of 
the air. But tho direct rays of the eun 
are hotter — paradoxical as it may sound- 
on the snow-oovei'od summits of the Hima- 
layas than at tha sea-level. Those who have 
travelled over snow-covered mountains ia 
Biiroroer know well that, while the air may 
be cool and refreshing, the sun will be peel- 
ing the skin off the hands and face incau- 
tiously esiiosed to his rays. Thus it is, doubt- 
less, on the moon’s surface, except that all 
the effects of tlie sun's beat are intensified, 
through the tremendous length of the imuxr 
day, and the absolute absence of any lunar 
atmo^here. Indeed, Sir John Harschcl, 
from theoretical considerations, was long 
since led to antici])ate the result of Loril 
Rosse’s reiiearches, Ho remark^hat “iho 
surface of the full moon exposed to us must 
necessarily bo very much heated, possibly 
to a degree much exceeding that of boiling 
water,” The question of the moon’s liabi* ■* 
tabiiity by such creatures as subsist upofi 
this'earth is, of course, finally disposed ot 
by Lord Rosse's discovery. We could not 
live conveniently at the temperalule of 
boiling water, nor couldj any being tve 
know of. The famous salamander, even if 
it had all tbe properties assigned to it in 
olden times, instead of being one of tbs 
most cold-loving of sU known creatures, 
would find the moon an unsatisfactory re- 
sidence. For troinendous as is the beat of 
the liuiar midday, the cold of the lunar 
night must be still more terrible. It has 
been well remarked by Tyndall, that wore 
it not for tbe atmosphere with whicli the 
earth is laden, the cold of a singto night 
would bind our fields in a Siberian frost. 
Imagine, then, the efl'ects of a night of 
three liundred hours in a region where 
there is neither moisture to form protect- 
ing envelopes of cloud or mist, nor au at- 
mospliore to support such envelopes even if 
they could be formed. Doubtless tho cold 
of the lunar night is of an intensity such 
as not even the moat ingenious appliances 
of our chemists could produce. Under its 
influence not merely would all known 
liquids be frozen, but probably every gas 
known to ua Would be converted into solid 
form, — Fraser's Afagazins.

The sun’s atmosphere, says, the scientific 
men, is in a highly excitwl qpnditioa A 
column of magnetic light is,^hb«itiug cult 
further and further from the Bohur sphere, 
and is now stretched out forty-five mil- 
lions of miles. In other wordo, it has ac- 
complished half tbe distance between U 3 
and tbe snu. Tlie interesting question, 
.and one on which, perhaps, wo do not ■want 
any more light of this character, is : How 
long will it be before it accomplishes tho 
rest of tho distance, nnd bridges tlie gigan- 
tic chasm betwean the earth and the sun I 
Is it a messenger sent out to snatch us up 
for tlie insatiate monster that keeps him- 
self warm by devouring planets, and whoso 
fire-enting propensities this whole earth 
would satisfy for a few days only I If so, 
liow long will this emissary be in reaching 
us, and carrying the globe away ns if it 
was a gigantic lump of coal for the roaring 
furnace 1 The col umn of light at intervals 
indicates its approach by fl;isliing and co- 
ruscating with fresh brilliancy. So decided 
are its effects, that two astronomers, ono at 
London, the other at Oxford, and neither 
knowing the experience of the other, sup- 
posed that tbe dark glass of their telescopes 
had been broken or put out of range, so 
strong was tbe flash of golden light upon 
their visions. It is predicted that beforo 
the end of next year the magnetic light 
will have got near enoiigli to make its in- 
fluence upon tho earth distinctly felt. ■ It 
is BUDounced that, in ronsnquence, we may 
expect to sec phenomena that have never 
boon soon or he«r»l of beforo by tho huttriil 
rate. ■ - SVf t -i fc . foot-nu.'.

'ia ft Uiga extant of ground, known to be 
■ highly auriforoua, but whioh it is at .present 
Utterly iinpoaaiblo to work, owing to the 
great aoarcity of water. Much of thla 
ground, diapei'jed over a considorable area, 
haa been prospected in farmer years- by 
miners,' eotne of whom are even now re- 
.j^ngin the district; but, as we have be- 
ffire said, owing to the absonco of the 
necessary water-supply, ' they were unable 
to find any means of profitably working it, 

, , and it has consequently remained in its 
primitive state. To supply this want seve- 
ral capitalists have for some time past been 
making euqulriea as to the possibility of 
securing water that would commaud the 
ground, and with anch aucceaa that they 
feel confident of being able to bring in a 
race capable of delivering fifteen sluice- 
heads. The source from which this water- 
supply will be obtained is a never-failing 
atream,’ taking its rise in the Eemarkablc.s, 
and known as Ooai Creek. This atream 
rises at such a great altitude that itia con 
fidently anticipated the water . can be 
brought on to tho top of the Carrick Range, 
thus commanding ground at a height that 
will give an amply sufficient f.ill for 
the tailings, a desideratum the want of 
which 80 frequently makes the successful 
working of even payable aui-iferous ground 
an utter impossibility. It is calculated 
that;.the race in question will have to 
traverse a distance of over fifteen miles, 
•’and in one place a gorge, nearly 350 feet 
in depth, has to be crossed. This, gorge, 
owing to its depth, it would be im- 
possible to Qiime, and some other scheme 
will therefore have to be devised in order 
to overcome the difficulty. 

This important work, it is estimated, 
will cost about £5000. .Itnwill be the 
means of giving remunerative em[iloyment 
to a much larger population at the Ban- 
nockburn, and as a consequence will mate- 
rblly increase the prosperity of the -whole 
district. The European populatiou of the 
B .iunockburii district is at present about 
130 : with this increased -water-suiiply it 
__ is anticipated tliat it will be at the lowest 
computation 400. We sincerely hope that 
as little delay as pos-sible will take place 
in the inauguration of this important work, 

- and that it will ere long bo successfully 
completed, and prove remunerative to a 
degree that may exemd the expectations of 
its pronioter.s. We iinlenstand that the 
. gciitlcnien who Iiava taken this matter in 
hand intend to form themselves into a 
coaifijiny, vi’ith a certain number of shares 
of the requisite am nmt each. ■ The great 
majority of the shares will be taken up by 
the promoters themselves, but we under- 
stand that ft few -will be offered to the 
public. The Government should do all in 

■ its jiower to aid the progress of thus scheme 
for supplying the powerful agent that will 
be the raodiis of settling a large and indus- 
trious population in a district at present 
but sparsely populated. Wo suggest that 
either a subsidy siiohld be given on the 
completion of the roce, or a guarantee of a 
moderate per centage on the capibd in- 
vested by tho company. The necessary 
survey of tho country over which the race 
will be brought will no doubt be made by 
the Government on application. 'We trust 

■ to hare occasion at some future date to 
refer to the successful carrying-out of this 
j>roJect, and in the meantime the pronioters 
have our beat wishes for the realisation of 
their expectations.

AllNations’Claim.-— Tliisextensiveclaim 
is worked in a systematic manner, and

There is a drive or tunnel over 2000 feet in 
length, at the far end of which is the 
pumping apparatus, whence tho water is 
conveyed through a light flume attaclied to 
the aide of the drive, having a gentle in- 
cline towards the entrance, and discharges 
water from the workings into the, race 
pVsiug by the mouth of the tunnel.

The Aurora battery is still crusliing 
stone from the Golden Link, and the wash- 
ing-up and the amalgamating will probably 
take place this week. ■ 

I ana . constrained to remark tiilit an 
error has been, committed in some .of tlia 
trial crushinga in consequence of, so much 
mullock beiug mixed with the quarts ope- 
rated upon. The mullock or ca.sin'g con- 
tains gold which would be ‘payable under 
moro favourable oircumstanoos ; but-whon 
it is put through along with'the stone, the 
avoi-age returns from undoubtedly good 
quartz do not leave so much to the ‘ credit 
of shareholders as they otherwise would ;

NOTES FROM BLACKS. 

' ' ' ' ( Commtmicalcd. ) 

In this district the lata heavy rains have 
caused an' ample supply of. water, .hut, at the 
same time, a temporary cessation of work ; with 
this, however, the miners cheerfully put up, as 
the renewed supply 'of water fully compensates 
the little loss of time. 

The two channels for draining the flat are pro- 
gressing rapidly : one of these channels is to 
cany off tho flood water, aud the tailings, and 
the other tor the purpose of drainage. That a 
great benefit will .accrue to the district ’ from the 
completion of these channels is. hoyoiid a doubt, 
and that a large extent of payahly auriferous 
ground will bo opened is quite certain. A great 
quantity of ground, forraerly worked very care- 
lessly, will, by a systematic method of working, 
bo made highly remunerative. Tenders are 
called for a f reih couthiet fnr each channel — -in 
the drainage channel for ton chains, and in the 
sludge channel for thirteen — the latter in sepa- 
rate contracts of six, and a half chains each. It 
is a groat pity that anything ebonld happen to 
mar the' harnuiny existing between the parties ■ 
at present concerned in this matter, but, unfor- 
'tunalely, some 'causes' of dispute hnvo arisca, 
which, if neglected, may lead to formidable diffi- 
culties, nud thus militate against the welfare of 
the district. ,, It is to ho hoped that tho dispute 
will he amioalily arranged. 

Tho flusponsion Water llaco and the Lauder 
Creek Corapiinics have an ample supply of water, 
and arc vigorously and snCcesafulIy prosecuting 
raining operations. The days of pflo claims hoi-o 
gonohy, but thero Still remains .4fi this district 
a Large and remunerative flold oraabor for water 
race companies, and where theSuarchoiders corii- 
hine, farming .with mining, succ'yse is-the rule, 
and not tho Cxceptiou. * A consh\lo]-abIo area of 
land is now being ploughed, and a'largo breadth 
of soil will next season he nntdo to yield a 
harvest to'thepWdirtg and hanhWorkiog agri 
chlturiit, .

Sonui time liftying elapsed aiuee any re- 
port has been made of the district beyond 
Bendigo Gully — oomprising tho sluiclng- 
claims' on the - banks '6f ‘ use 'Clntlm, at 
Poison Greek, Luggnto Crock, and tho 
Cardropa|diatrict,- 7 — I lately availed myself 
of an opportiiulty pf makiiig a tout in that' 
direotion, and will endeavor to "rohite a 
“ plain, unvarnished tale" of tho i-esources 
aud cupabilities of tho district as they cftmo 
uiulor my observation,.;, j ■ - 

To apeak first of the road : it was a abort 
time ago ia very bad condition, and very 
heavy . from, the late 'rains ;.,.,buti; Mr 1. 
Louglinan having driven a large mob of 
uheep along the track, in aoino places it has 
bean greatly- irqproved. Between the 
Niiietecu-Mile Creek and Poison Greek, 
however, portions of }bp road are cut up to 
an almost dangerous extent. Out of oiirios 
sity I measured eoriie of theruts, and found 
thorn to bo between two and three feet in 
depth. This is a stato.bf things that 
ought b'ot to exi-st, for Government appro- 
prLates £150 etich year to keep the road in 
repair. . . ., ,j . , 

The parties working on the bank of the 
Glutha and near " Poison Creek Lave an 
ample supply of water, and acom ' to be 
well aatistied with what they are doing ; if 
oue may judge by the amount of time and 
labotir expended in' tliB' coristruotion of 
dams and races, the population seenis to be 
settled down. 

!- . At Luggate Creek, the-race brought in 
by Messrs Williams, Purquhar, aud party 
is completed as far- as. the point -where they 
intend to commence operations, Tliia 
party has gone to a great expense in bring- 
ing in their race, which is the' highest in 
the district ; and commands ail the ground 
between . tlie Luggate' Creek and Poison 
Creek. It is'therefore tq bd hoped that they 
will reap, as they deserve, "a rich remunera- 
tion for their, outlay.' 'Not only docs this 
extensive undertaking sliow their faitli in 
the payable nature of the ground they have 
taken -rip, but the permanent blnefits 
accruing to tho district, from the fact that 
such enterprises meet with' that reward 
which the pluck' and determination of the 
miners entities' them to, form an incentive 
to .prospect and develops ground which 
otherwise avoald be untouched for years. 
It is also satisfactory to know 'that the dis- 
pute between, the European minei-s and 
the Chinamen — Concerning a claim of five 
acres taken iip by the latter, under the 
acreage system,- at the foot of the gully 
where Williams and party proposed to run 
their tailings — -has been amicably arranged. 
The Chinese have undertaken to keep the 
tail-race clear, so that the tailings do not 
floav over their ground; and thus future 
disputes will be avoided. There are seve- 
ral parties working on the Luggate Creek 
avith Varied success, , and ft few on the 
backs of the Clutha. 

Proceeding onward tow.ards theCardrona 
a long aud mouotoiions route is traversed, 
and the sameness is only diversified by the 
devious windings of the creek, which has 
to bo crossed about eighteen times. In the 
valley of the Cardrona, you find the little 
township, which looks ' smaller than - it 
really is, on account of its being so much 
scattered. The township comprises three 
hotels, three European; and four Chinese 
stores, all of them doing a fair amount of 
businesai-' 

Messrs Cotter, Keiraii, and Ryley, who 
combine farming pursuits -with their but- 
chering business, have been doing well 
since the influx of Chinese th.at took place 
recently. The arrival of tho Celestials has 
caused ft brisk demand for provisions of all 
sorts ; and as the firm above-mentioned 
raise their, own. mutton, they can supply it 
to the public at a reasonable price. 

Tho Chinamen who have come here 
lately, with the exception of abOut twelve, 
have all set in to work, and are getting sa- 
tisfactory returns for their labour.. They 
are working tho old ground over again, and 
have 8pre;id into many of the small creeks 
that run into .the, Cardrona. The claims 
arc mostly ali well supplied with water, 
and some of them are turning, out splen- 
didly. The bed of the creek is taken up 
for a di.stance of seven or eight miles below 
the township ; wlillst the small adjacent 
gullies are being well aud thoroughly pro- 
spected. As a proof of the success met 
avith, I may mention that a mimbor of 
Chinese, working in a large stream, called 
the liraach creek, are-netting from £6 to 
£10 ]ier man for tlie week’s work. Each 
man can hold an acre , under his miner's 
right, BO there is every mduceraent to settle 
down when they obtain » good prospect. 
Tne large extent of ground they arefinabled 
to occupy iissui'os them, of long and con- 
stant Rmploymont, and ‘also gives greater 
confidence for the investment of capital in 
plant .and machinery, , No,, district lias be- 
nefited more than the Cardrona from the 
e.xtendod claim sy.stcin. A large party of 
ChiiicBe are setting in to the old ground, | 
liaving taken up tfiool.l Homowaixl Bound 
and port of -the old Pirate -claims, both 
famous as being formerly tho richest claims 
in tho districS It is .a heavy undertaking, 
for the claims are very deep, and full,. of 
.Water to ayjthin fourtpen. fcot'.df tho i sur- 
face. If they succeed in • opening tlie 
ground, they richly niierit all tlic'luck they 
niiiy have : and should they bo fortunate 
enough to strike the ohl lead, there is no ' 
doubt thoy will bs Imndsomely paid.

I. Mace and party, known as the Young 
Pirate Company, are jjrospocting at But- 
cher’s Flat, and have been for tho last three 
months engaged in the ' construction of a 
tail-race. They have sunk' a • paddock 35 
feet square, and haVe touched ^he bottom 
at the head of the race ; but it is dipping 
fast towards, the terrace, and they will 
have to get rpachinory. on to .the ground. 
They intend, I, believe, to try for tho old 
Homeward Bound lead, and . are deter- 
mined to thoroughly tert tho Flat, through 
which there is no doubt the load runs. 
Should the lead contiriue, a bright aud 
prosperous future is in store for the Car- 
drona. This party is the lowest claim ott 
the creek held by Europeans. .From this 
point td 'Branch Creek, the'grbund isoccii- 
piiri .by Chinese, who are working the 
points of the spurs and in the' blind gullies, 
and are obta,iriing'’payablB gold.

Messrs Louis, Vally, Ingcrsel, and Wiley 
have gone to great expense in .bringing up 
tlieir tail-race, toit they are now geiting 
sonre recompense for their pluck and perse- 
verance, as they have been on splendid 
gold for the last four months. 

' Next to 'the above claim is a largo party 
of Chinese, who are re--working the old 
ground with good results. When they are 
fortunate enough to get a piece of solid 
ground, they get sjdetidid gold, having di- 
vided as much as £-30 per man for the 
week. Their average earnings are from 
£3 to £4 a-week each. 

Fox, Swyer, and [Kirly are opening out 
new, ground, and expect to bo well remu- 
nerated, .although at present they are only 
making wage.a 

Halliday, M'Grath, and party are pi'o- 
speoting new ground, and are sanguine of 
success. 

Gill, a hatter, is satisfied with what he 
is doing.

Paddon ani Stewart arc said to bo doing 
Well. . . 

Wright Las done remarkably well latel.v, 
and for the last six months is said to liavo 
averaged from £6 to £10 a-week.

From the particnhittjpv.^^j||®t will 
be seen that the Cardiquiw SiiS ciinta iliS 
its favourable reputation. SMoras I could 
learn, the wiiole of tho p.arties who hava 
set in to work have been succes-sful. There 
are feav fields that could so ea-sily absorb 
such a large population as that which has 
lately migrjited to the Cardrona, and at the 
same time furnish Such ample remuneration 
for their labovir in so short a time. A large 
extent of country has not vet been pro- 
spectoil, and as au abundant supply of water 
is to bri had from the ranges, there is every 
likelihood that when tho district hocomes 
tliorougldy known, there will be on this 
distant gold-field one of the largest mining 
populations in the Province. 

Tlie Cardrona lies hi an out-of-the-way 
place rit the back of tho Mount Pi.sa ranges, 
and as all tlie gold from thence is absoroed 
into the Arrow district escort, the averago 
yield has never been properly known. In
